London, Jan. 8^.— A dispatch to The 
Pull Mall Gazette from Constantinople 
says that an offpiisive and defonsive ul 
lianoe has been concluded iM^twccu 
BohU and Tnrkajr. The dispatch adds 
that tlM4ieaty wm signed at Oontanti 
nopto and <hat the ratifloiMioas wem 
pxc-hanRod at St. Petenborg between 
Aarcj Paslia and the c«ar. The barfu 
of the troaty is dwlared to be uii fh 
lines 9f UnkiarskoloHHi agreement of 
18B8. 

M. Qambon, French ainl>a88a<lor t< 
Tnrkeylhad an aadienoe with the sul 
tan on Jan. 91 which lasted two hooiv. 
This ^na<U to show that France is in all 
uiUjaMPIIl a B^oiber cKt the alliance. 
"IMtJiSiMMUmi aKreement. which 
the new treaty follow*, dates lack u 
1S88, and amoants to a Nduntion of 
Turkey to the position of a Taaial ■kat« 
The treaty bound the Rtinian and 
Torkidi soTemments to mntoally assist 
one another to resist foreicm agirression 
and to help each other lu case of inter 
nal danffers. As Torkey was at the 
time of the conclusion of the agre^eut 
in a state of atter collapse. Rnssiii 
waived the matter of asHintance prom 
ised by TorkcT, and rec«ived, instead 
penuistiou in the event of Bnssia's be 
ingatwar, to done thd Darnauellei^' ti 
warahips of all nations The westei n 
powers refused to recoRiiize the treaty, 
whioh was soon tac itly abandoned. 

ConimontiuK on the disjiah li from 
Constantinoi)le Tin' Pull -Mall t-ia/.ert< 
miyn: "We re;ranl the news as true and 
the result of the treaty is that the Dar 
danelles is the soutliern oatjiust of 
I^OBsia aiJil Turk(\v is Russia's vassal. 

"We pri same the Hiitish j:nvt'i iimei)t 
will protest ajjainst th" tri nity for ail it 
is worth. The iiifdiiiiatiMii is plainly i I 
the very Kia vest iiiiiinri a n'c Theliisi 
intiniatioii reached us niar days :((.'<>. 
but we witlihi'ld it until the arriv;'l of 
strong i t)utirniation, wliirli we liave re- 
reived. 

"This brings llu.ssia iiilo liic .Me iif 
ranean with a vengeance, and may ii 
eessitate the stiengtheuing of our lie* t 
in those waters. Politically, the etfe< t 
wiU be far greater. The treaty nu an 
that Turkey nas realized her own ini]i>i 
tence against disordei-s Liotli within ami 
without, and has decided to throw lu i 
self for safety into the arms of Russia 
She is now Russia's vassal, and Russia 
is entitled to dispatch tr<x)ps to any part 
of the sultan's dominions. " 

The officials of the foreign office when 
questioned on the subject said they had 
no information regarding the statement 
telegraphed to The Fall Mall Gazett 
from Oonstantinople saying that an 
offensive and defensive alliance between 
Rnaaia and Turkey had been formed l>y 
a treaty recently signed there and ra 1 1 
fled at St. Petershnr^r later. 

AS VIEWE[^ IN WASHINGTON 

Opinlona Ezpretaed by Member* of tl>« 
Committee (in Korelyn KrlatliiDH. 

Washinoton. .Ian. ^4. — The dispate'n 
from London announcing that a treaty 
pit>vidiiig for an offensive and defuusivv) 
alliance had been ooudnded between 
Russia and Turkey was read with great 
■urprise by members of the houst* com- 
mittee on foreign atTairs. Mr. Hitt 
was inclined to ilmilit the ntnvs. He 
said, liowever, t li >i i ICussia had signc'd 
snch a tretvty she must have done so 
with full knowledge of all the couse- 
qnenoes that must follow. The tieaty 
of Berlin, which retteiiided the Russo- 
Tnrkiah treaty of Sun Stephauo. was 
designed particularly to prevent such au 
allianoe as the Pall Mull Gazette out- 
lined thiS' to pi-cserve the balance of 
povftr Europe. Fpr ^i^il» to tram 
pie on tnat CrMty must provoke the 
grarest imaginable consequences. 

Senator IMvis expressed the senti- 
ments of a majori^ of the committtn* 
whe^ he said: "A true, this is the 
most importluit diplomatic event which 
has occurred in the past 60 years. It 
means that Russia oan move her angles 
across the Turkish border. Such a 
treaty would result in the immediate 
settlement of the Armenian question, 
and if France has also entered into the 
alliance, a« appears probable, the result 
will be that tlu' fleet of those two oonn 
tries will virtually control the Mediter- 
ranean, and that means more than any 
one can noN\ I'orsee. It also means that 
England will liave r>>ae t iuug to.do be- 
sides bullying llncli- .S;im" 

StMiators Morgan, Ixidge and Cullorn 
read the report eagerly, and all remarked 
upon the vast iuiisKtance of the news if 
it should prove true. Mr. Lodge said 
that a coalition lietwecn Russia mid 
Turkey sai h as that indicated wouM 
mean that rJngland would liave her 
hands full of buHiiu-tis uu her own cuuti- 
iient without interfering in American 
affairs. 

Mr. Draper uf Ma.ssachusetts said that 
in his recent trip abroad the prevailin;; 
opinion against tiroat Britain because 
ofwhattlu) other powers regarded as 
her land grabbing i>o)icy was every 
where so strongly qiaui^ested that no 
coalition whiohleft ktt wt'oould be en- 
tirely a surprise. 

Senator, ViUui, who, while net a 
i^emVer of $h« committee on, foreign re- 
lations, talad great int«re.st la foreign 
qioeetions, remarked that it looked as ^f 
Russia had at last succeeded in getting 
a fbo|hAl4 0^ t^ ;^e«U^wWiean and 



was on tne eve of virtually annexing 
Tiiirkey to her dominionH. He ccm 
fesHed that his srmpathies had always 
been with Bussia in this struggle. 

Mr. Quigg doubted whether Turkey 
would take part, in an alliance against 
England, for he l)elieved that England 
had practically connived at the oppres 
siou of the Armenians. 

The French ambassador was seen, but 
said he had no news on the subject, ami 
apparently was disinclined to credit The 
Pall Mall (iazette's statement. Other 
diplomats said they were idao without 
news.

Washikoton, Jan. v!4.— The president 
has sent to the senate a reply to the sen 

ate resolution relative torlghtsof Am 
ican citissens of Armenian birth, whr 
are allowed to visit Turkey and w host 
passports ore reoogniaed. In a letter tt 
the president the secretary of Btat« say 
that the papers of rocent years show 
that the Turkish sroverinnont claims tii 
right to e.vi hide . ,m the Ottoman ter 
ritory such iiatuialized citizens 

The right is claimed as a prei ouativf 
of sovereignty. Its enforcenuiit lia 
not been opiK)sed nor has any roinon 
sf ranee been made save in case of inrest 
or proceedings on grounds of tln ii h tv 
ing become citizens of the United State 
without imperial pennissn m. I'assi i n t 
of such people are recognized, bnt thr 
recognition ooes ii<it pi event the eser 
eise of the right of exclusion or exjiul 
fiion. 

The secretary says that although lu 
treaty of initnralization exists betwee: 
the United States and Turkey regulat 
ing this point, no instance has yet Lee: 
pressed by the Turkish government ii 
assertion of a right to treat the iuilivifl 
uul as • Turkish snhject or to punisi 
him for t^e alleged Qfltense of te^omiu;. 
a dtiaen of a foreigp state without pei 
misniou. 

The second branch of the senate in 
quiry asked whether femiliesof uataral 
ized cittaens are permittPU to leave Tur 
key and come to the United States, am 
upon this pdut the secretaiy says tha' 
the naturalization laws can not opei at 
by indireittion or by exeentivt! interpie 
tation to make a citizen of a person w -. 
has never been within the juriMiiotim 
of the United States. 

The Turkish government has on wv 
eral occasions permitted the eniiurutioi 
of such fandlies, but if lias also asseiied 
discretionary power in the i)reniises am 
refused sucli emiKratiiui Tlie goot 
ottices of the United States ministe. 
have formally Iteen exerted on all proiiei 
occasions to assist the emigrutiou u 
such persons.

ffee Aaserteaa Prtooaers Will I 
Preolssly as TImm of other NatlMalltr 
WItkoat Pear or Favor— The SUto De 
parlment Haa Doae Kverythtag Possible 
Por the IinprlMne4 If en. 
Nkw York, Jan. 24.— ^l* Journal 
prints the following eahlegram from 
Pniaidsnt Kroger of the Transvaal re- 
public In reply to a request for informa- 
tion as to the Americans now impris- 
oned in Pretoria for alleged participa- 
tion in the recent uprising of the uit- 
landers: 

"Every thing quiet at present. Amer- 
icans are in no danger whatever They 
enjoy full protection of the law like any 
other foreigners, therefore there is no 
need of protection from the outside 
against any illegal or revolutionary 
movements. Even if such protection 
against revolutionists were necessary, 
which is not so, the Americans are ca- 
pable of tal^g care of themsdves. 

"The goremment regrets (^ply that 
whilst auhos^ all the Americana took the 
side of order and law, averyf^wof 
them have Joined the revolutionary, so- 
called, reform committee These, to- 
gether with a majinity, mostly British, 
ytitt be tried according to law. and jus- 
tice will be done all concerned, without 
respect of nationality." 

HAMMOND'S APPEA L ANSWERED. 

The State Uepartiaent Ha* Done Bvery- 

Ihiug PoMible For Hliu, 

Wasbinuton, Jan. 24.— In response 
to an inquiry from Secretary Olney as 
to the measures taken to protect the 

Americans arrested in the Transvaal in 

connection with tlie late uprising. Am- 
bassador liayard has cabled that accord- 
ing to his )>resent information, uniform, 
humane and indulgent personal treat- 
ment is being eitonded to all persons, 
induding Americans, by the Boer gov> 
ernment. 

This information has been commtuil- 
cated to members of the Oalifomia dele- 
gation in congress, who are being flood- 
ed with telegrams urging them to have 
the state department do something for 
the relief of Hammond, the Amoncan 
mining engineer, imprisoned as one of 
the ringleaders of the attempt at revolu- 
tion in Johannesburg. It is taken to 
mean that the American prisoners will 
be treated precisely as those of other 
nationality, without fear or favor. 

RAT18 TO THE Q. A. R. ENCAI>iPMENT 

ThS Western I'ainenger AMOOlatiea OIVOB 

One More Chanoo. 

OniCAOO, Jan 84. — Commander 

Walkor and the executive committee of 
the G A. R met yesterday to consider 
the attitude of the roads in the Western 
Passenger association in refusing to 
grant a 80-day limit on tickets to the 
annual encampment at St. Paul. It 
was definitely decided that if the roads 
refuse the extension, the encampment
